ANSWERING DRAFT QUES- 


TIONS. 


Another great body of men are now 


faced with the formidable draft n 
tlonuire. and must tell the government 
all about their experenoe, responsibili- 
ties and qualifications. 


To the first body of conscripted men. 


the war was a wholly new tiling. It 
was natural for a great many men to 
look at the call to service as a very 
heavy burden. 
There was a tempta- 


tion to claim exemption on insufficient 
grounds. 
Many men did not then un- 


derstand the reasons for the war. It 
would have been 
strange if everyone 


was wholly sincere in the answer he 
gave on his questionaire. 


The attitude of the men toward the 


draft has changed in the months that 
have passed. 
We see 
the soldiers 


honored. 
Nothing is too 
good 
for 


them. 
They 
are 
receiving a very 


valuable training. It is going to pro- 
mote their success after they return. 
\\"e are finding out that army service 
has some very positive advantages. 


A great many young men are saying 


to themselves. I don't believe I want 
to be out of this. They don't like to 
have to say all their lives. I was of 
draft age but I was 
exempted. They 


feel more and more reluctant to claim 
any 
exemption 
except for excellent 


reasons. 
Of course there is still an 


element of yellow slackers who will try 
to dodge from mere cowardice. 
But 


this is a comparatively small element. 


The new draft

LONG FAMOUS IN HISTORY 


Vicissitudes of Old City of Jerusalem 


May Be Said to Be Without 


a Parallel. 


The capture of Jerusalem by Eng- 


lish troops recalls the tragic and fas- 
cinating story of that day, which car- 
ries us bacfc through the mist of ages 
to the days when the throne of David 
was established within its walls. From 
that date we pass to the glories of 
the temple built by Solomon, which for 
centuries was to stand as the center 
and pivot of the Jewish nation and 
faith. The time came, however, when 
her days were umbered, and the drama 
of Calvary was followed a few years 
later by the onslaught of Titus, the 
Roman emperor, who encompassed the 
city round on every side and leveled 
It to the ground. 


Bound its ruined walls Saracen and 


Crusader were to fight continuously for 
Its possession, and Christian knights 
flocked from all lands to the rescue of 
the holy places, until in 1099 Godfrey i 
de Bouillon defeated his enemies and 
was chosen as the first Christian king 
of Jerusalem.
